AUSTRIAN REDS HALT VIENNA 
RAIL TRAFFIC FOR 3 HOURS 


Demonstrators Also Block Highway, Seize 
Second Post Office but Fail to Get 
Control of Third. 


VIENNA, Oct. (AP)—Com- 
munist demonstrators halted all 
rail traffic in and out of Vienna 
for three hours today. 

Crowds of shouting Commu- 
nists, apparently angry over the 
failure of their general strike 
call yesterday had initiated a 
blockade of both rail and road 
traffic at St. Poelten, 30 miles 
west of Vienna in the Russian 
zone. This halted Western rail 
traffic running into Vienna's west 
station. North Station traffic was 
cut by demonstrators at Stadlau 


Traffic into the south station was 
cut at Brunn-Enzersdorf, between 


Vienna and the Russian military 


headquarters at Baden, 20 miles 
south of the capital. 

In the wake of the demonstra- 
tions the Austrian government 
filed a formal protest against 
Russia with the four occupation 
powers—the United States, Brit- 
ain, France and Russia. The pro- 
test accused Russia of supporting 
the Communist-led riots which 
have gripped the nation for two 
days.

One of the best groups of cho- 
risters was at the Public Library 
on Olive street between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets. 
They ran into an occasional snag, 
however, such as the moment 
when the Easter Parade” float 
came into view just as a band 
preceding it burst into a blaring 
version of “Margie.” 


Favorites with the singers were

children but they didn’t do much 
singing.

The enormous crowd good na- 
turedly jostled for position along 
the closely-packed sidewalks as 
the parade approached almost 
any given point on the route. 
Children appeared to have first 
call on curb stone seats and some 
sat huddled in blankets in groups 
with parents behind them. 

Some tavern customers gained 
an advantage by 
stools out pf bars and perching 
perilously on them in the midst 
of the milling sidewalk crowds.

The chilly 
weather. ego said, induced 
thousands to get, as close to the 
start of the parade as possible so 
as to get back to the fireside 
more quickly. 

Thousands of colored balloons 
bobbing above the heads of the 


spectators, and paper streamers 


and makeshift confetti drifting 
down on the floats heightened the 
carnival atmosphere. Bits of 
paper billowed from the windows 
of printing establishments along 

Washington avenue, where such 
material is plentiful, and an occa- 
sional paper drinking cup sailed 
into the street. 

Every available seating space 
above street level along the route 
was filled. Heads were poked out 


of windows a half block off the 
route by persons trying to get an 
unobstructed glimpse. 


The windows of apartment 
houses, business houses and small 
factories were studded with heads. 
Fire escapes along big establish- 
ments on downtown Washington 
avenue were filled. Tops of 
trucks and even billboards pro- 
vided vantage points. 


Persons along the route with 
space for chairs made a killing 
among viewers wishing to see the 
parade in some degree of com- 
fort. Chairs were rented at what- 
ever the traffic would bear, us- 
ually $1. 


The downtown crowd, though 
ample, was not as large as it was 
west of Grand. Large gatherings 
were on the steps of the Old Fed- 
eral Building, in front of the Post- 
Dispatch Building, where KSD-TV 
telecast the aprade through a mo- 
bile television unit and at the 
Public Library.

PLEADS GUILTY 
DESPITE ‘NEGATIVE’ 
LIE TEST RESULTS 


Roy C. Pinkston, two-time ex- 
convict, whose protests of inno- 
cence in two armed robbery 
charges appeared to be borne out 
by results of a police lie detector 
test, yesterday was sentenced to 
five years in the penitentiary 


after he entered guilty pleas in 
the robberies and a charge of 
grand larceny rather than face 
trial by a circuit coart jury. 
Pinkston, who had been in jail 
a year, was brought into Judge 
Robert J. Kirkwood’s court Tues- 
day for selection of a jury, and 
demanded a “truth serum” test. 
Told that the test is not recog- 
nized here, the defendant burst 
into tears. Police lie detector 


tests given at the time of his ar- 
rest were “negative,” indicating 
an absence of guilty knowledge 
of the two houldups. 


After a jury was selected yes- 
terday Pinkston, through Defense 
Attorney Irl Baris, entered guilty 
pleas in the two armed robberies 
and a grand larceny charge. Sen- 


tence was five years on each 
charge, to run concurrently. Wait- 
ing to testify for the state were 
Lawrence Besmer, taxicab driver, 
who identified the former convict 
as one of two robbers who took 
$24 from his Sept. 24, 1949, and 
John Harris, manager of the Port- 
land Garage, 247 (rear) Union 
boulevard, who reported that 
Pinkston pointed a pistol at him 
and stole a Cadillac automobile a 
few minutes after Besmer was 
robbed. Pinkston had admitted to 
police that he stole $84 worth of 


clothing from a parked car Sept. 
14, 1949,

RISE IN DWELLING 
UNITS IN 10 YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
The Census Bureau reported yes- 
terday the number of family 
dwelling units in the United 
States was 46,151,170 last April 1. 
This figure was reached after the 
greatest numerical increase for 
any decade in American history. 
The 1950 total averaged one for 
each 3.3 persons in the 150,500,- 
000 population. 

That compared with 37,325,470 
as of April 1, 1940, equivalent to 
one housing unit for each 3.5 per- 
sons in the 131,669,275 population 
of that time. 

The bureau’s new figure was 
the preliminary one for the 1950 
population and housing census. It 
included everything regarded by 
census takers as a “separate fam- 
ily habitation” — from luxury 
homes to trailers. 

The data reflected an 8,825,700, 
or 23.6 per cent increase in dwell- 
ing units over the 10-year period 
ended last April 1, while the pop- 
ulation was rising about 18;831,- 
000 


Although describing the in- 


crease in the number of dwelling 
units as “the greatest in the coun- 
try’s history,” the bureau said 
that percentagewise it has been 
“exceeded in many earlier dec- 
ades.

Harrison said 799 persons were 
killed in traffie accidents on 
Missouri highways and streets in 
1949, and that 576 persons were 
killed in the first_nine months of 
this year. 

“Our records Show that driver 
failure is the leading cause of 
traffic accidents,” he said. “In

The purpose of licensing 
drivers, he said, is not only to 
remove habitual violators and un- 
fit drivers from the highways but 
to improve the quality of all driv- 
ing.

This is the arbitrary line that 
since 1945 has divided Korea’s 
industrial north from its agricul- 
tural South. It is the line that 
separated the Russian and Ameri- 
can occupation zones after the 
Japanese were thrown out of the 
country at the end of the last 
war. 

It is the line from which an 
army representing 10,000,000 
Communist-dominated North Ko- 
reans began a civil war June 25. 
They crossed the line to invade 
the territory where 20,000,000 
Koreans lived under the U.N.- 


On the map the thirty-eighth 
parallel is a special neat straight 
black line. 

But as the ROK doughboy plods 
on north beyond the frontier he 
sees no painted demarcation or 
chalkmark across the winding 
road. To his right is the peaceful 
blue sea of Japan where an 
American destroyer swims lazily. 
To his left are valleys of ripen- 
ing rice and rugged, yellow 
eroded hills with stunted, wind- 
twisted pine trees and cut by dry 
tortuous ravines.

7 The hills also are scarred by 
army-dug ditches and pock- 
marked with well camouflaged 
empty concrete bunkers and pill- 
xes.

St. Louis is remarkable, among 
large and medium-sized cities, 
for the absence of automatic sig- 
nals downtown. Many cities have 
their cen business districts and 
adjacent belts completely signal- 
ized. If they use police at some 
qorners, it is for auxiliary con- 
trol of exceptionally heavy pedes- 
trian or motor movement. 

Suggestions for use of auto- 
matic signals in downtown St. 
Louis sometimes have been clial- 
lenged on the ground that the 
streets are too narrow. Many 
streets in other cities, with sig- 
nals, are as narrow or narrower 
than those here. 

There is a general trend to- 
ward use of co-ordinated signals 
to keep traffic moving on major 
arteries. When set at a reason- 
able speed, for progressive shift 
from green to red, this system 
is extremely effective. In contrast, 
some smaller cities and towns 
make the speed unreasonably slow 
and create congestion. 
Furthermore, many cities, in- 
cluding those appreciably smaller 
than St. Louis, employ automatic 
signals to a much greater extent 
at important outlying intersec- 
tions. 

Home of the STOP Sign. 

St. Louis has gained an un- 
enviable reputation nationally as 
the home of the STOP sign for 
traffic. None of the cities visited 
has anywhere near the proportion 
of these STOPS that ‘St. Louis 
displays, and it is doubtful if any 
other city has. Certainly it is

F YOUR WILL was made before the 1948 Revenue Act 
became effective, or if it was made after that date 
and you did not take advantage of the “marital deduction” 
provided in that Act, you should review your will without 


The “marital deduction” permits a married person to 
divide his or her estate with wife or husband for tax 
purposes. Since the first $60,000 of every estate is exempt 
from Federal estate taxes, use of the marital deduction 
allows a husband and wife two exemptions even though 
one of them has no separate estate. The new tax bill 
recently passed by Congress makes no change in this 
valuable privilege. 

The maritaY deduction applies to (1) property left out- 
right by will to the surviving spouse, (2) property in joint 
names, and ($) property left in trust, if the income is paid 
to the surviving spouse and he or she is given the right 
either to withdraw the principal during his or her life or 
to dispose of the principal at death by will. 

To illustrate, let us assume that Mr. A has a $120,000 
estate and his wife has no separate estate: (1) If A leaves 
his estate outright to his wife or puts it in joint 
there will be no tax upon his death but there will be a tax 
of $9,500 upon her subsequent death. (2) If A leaves his 
estate in trust for his wife and gives her no right to dispose 
of the principal at her death or to withdraw the principal 
during her lifetime, the tax at A’s death will be $9,500 and 
there will be no tax at Mrs. As death. (3) If A leaves his 
estate in trust for Mrs. A in two separate trusts and gives 
her the right either to dispose of the principal of one of

To make certain that the native soldiers never 
forgot or flagged in the hatred with which they 
had been indoctrinated, “political and cultural 
officers” modeled on the Soviet military com- 
missars were stationed with every company, s0 
that the lesson of hate could be carried on even

“The system,” reported Lindesay Parrott in 
The New York Times, “apparently was devised 
in an attempt to impart to the People's Army’ 
some of the Communist fanaticism needed to 
stimulate them to attack regardless of cost—a 
necessary device in a force of which the bulk is 
made up of illiterate countrymen with little 
ideological comprehension.” 

This enormity against civilization should be 
denoùnced by the United Nations and the de- 
nunciation broadcast to the world, as should any 
atrocity by whatever country committed. The 
end of the -bloody harvest of hate in Korea is 
not yet, but strong denunciation by the united 
countries may deter the communized Koreans 
from further atrocities and the South Koreans 
from reprisals.

the face of the earth. 
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750 Missing Planes 


If you want to know how much inflation there 
has been since last April, the Air Force can tell 
you. It knows that prices have gone up by 750 
fighter planes. 

John McCone, Under Secretary of Air, told 
the House Armed Services Committee that the 
funds which Congress gave the Air Force last 
spring today will buy 750 fewer fighter planes 
than were contemplated when the appropriation 
was granted. 

Congress can, of course, appropriate more 
money to finance those 750 planes which have 
gone up in the smoke of inflation. But appropri- 
ating more money will add to inflationary pres- 
sures; and so the funds for 750 planes at today’s 
prices might turn out to provide only 700 planes 
by -the time they got into production. 

Neither the defense effort nor the civilian 
economy can win at this game. Just as the Air 
Force is being swindled by inflation, so many an 
American family is paying the price in a pair 
of shoes not bought, a quart of milk not ordered, 
a suit or a dress not replaced. 

There is only one real solution, and that is 
vigorous action by President Truman to stop

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Mr. Stassen Ends the Suspense 


We can all stop wondering now what mission 

of international importance Harold E. Stassen 
has in mind. The former Minnesota Governor 
alerted the country several days ago to the fact 
that he might soon de involved in significant 
events. Now he has responded to his own build - 
up with the announcement that he has asked 
Stalin for a personal interview. 

There have been signs for some time that the 
presidency of the University of Pennsylvania did 
not offer a sufficient tax on Mr. Stassen's abun- 
dant energies. So he is planning a mission to 
Asia and has mot suggested that he also 
head a mission to the Kremlin. He proposes 
that he and four or five other American citi- 
zens sit down with Stalin and members of the 
Politburo im an effort to chart a new course 
for world peace. 

It is not a new idea, and not altogether an 
idle one. Any means of establishing communi- 
cation with the men in the Kremlin has some- 
thing te be said for it. If Mr. Stassen can get

Some much-needed further clearing of the air 
which had been clouded by Gen. MacArthur’s 
effort to make United States foreign policy is in 
progress. His survey mission to Formosa has 
been ordered to wind up its business imme- 
diately and decamp. 

This is the mission which the United Nations 
commander deposited on Formosa as a result of 
his visit with Chiang Kai-shek last July, before 
the speech to the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
which the President ordered withdrawn. 

Its departure should help to obliterate some 
of the color Gen. MacArthur had lent to Chinese 
Communist charges of American ‘aggression 
against the territory of China.” And if so, it 
will be none too soon, for the whole matter is 
to be aired before the United Nations Security 
Council. ä 

Strictly speaking, it may never be possible to 
undo completely the damage Gen. MacArthur 
did. But the situation will be considerably im- 
proved when the United States leaves no room 
for doubt that it regards Formosa as an island 
temporarily and tnfortunately the seat of a 
regime the Chinese did not want. 
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The Schuman Plan Takes Form 


Overshadowed by events in New York and 
Korea, the negotiations for the establishment of 
the Schuman plan for the pooling of Western 
Europe’s coal and steel are reaching a final 
stage. Knotty problems have been settled. 

‘Representatives of the six nations involved 
have agreed thus far to establish a single mar- 
ket for coal and steel, a market which is likely 
to spread to other things rapidly once coal and 
steel are in it. They have decided to elim- 
inate inefficient producers, rather than try to 
carry them along with artificial assistance. 

And they have agreed to establish a reconver- 
sion fund, financed from a tax on production, to 
help pay for modernization of plants and com- 
pensation to workers who lose their jobs be- 
cause of the resulting increased mechanization. 

As for the mechanism of administration, the 
negotiators have agreed to establish a high au- 
thority which could fine industries that dis- 
obeyed its instructions. The authority, as now 
planned, would have power to restrict interna- 
tional cartels, to outline a price policy, to direct 
investment policies and to conduct negotiations 
with states outside the pool. 

In addition, there would be a special council 
of ministers, whose functions are yet to be de- 
termined, and a communal assembly resembling 
a parliament which would examine the High 
Authority’s annual report and make any rec- 
ommendations the assembly considered neces- 
sary. There would be a court of justice to 
consider complaints of member states. 

French Foreign Minister Schuman was s0 en- 
couraged by this progress that he predicted the 
pool would be in operation in six months. He 
may be guilty of over-optimism, for getting the 
governments of the nations concerned to give 
their final okays when the chips are down is 


now reason to hope that the continent of West 
Europe is indeed on its way toward unification.

When a Critic is Caustic 


Crosby’s success in winning friends and 
alienating people stems from his two- 
fisted commentary on a form of diversion 
that affects 40,000,000 families. 

He has described John J. Anthony as 
“the former hack driver and eminent au- 
thority on agony.” Fulton Lewis Jr. he 
derides as irresponsible. When $1000 
worth of ks was added to the jackpot 
of a giveaway program, he said, “The sup- 
position that giveaway contestants can 
read is unwarranted.” 

Last summer he wrote: “I am tempted 
to say that radio has touched bottom, but 
there have been many times in the past 
when it appeared to touch bottom 


Crosby’s rise to fame was swift. When 
the New York Herald Tribune decided to 
launch a column of radio comment, he was 


picked for the new job, not for his writing 
brilliance but because he was covering a 
theatrical news beat. 

He knew nothing about radio; he didn’t 
even own a set. His column was first 
buried in the back of the paper, but with- 
in a week his mailbox overflowed, and 
soon he became the first nationally syadi- 
cated radio critic. P 

His famous expose of radio censorship 
shook the teeth of the industry, for Cros- 
by demonstrated that fanatical censors 
weighed every word to be broadcast. 


Radio’s Restricted Targets

Radio executives aged 10 years during 
Crosby's expose, but censorship was quiet- 
ly relaxed. 

Despite his frank criticism of powerful 
advertisers, Crosby has never been admon- 
ished by the newspapers to use kid gloves 
while writing his column. When N.B.C. 
chairman Niles Trammell defended soap 
operas as giving the housewife courage to 
face daily problems, Crosby lashed back: 

That's a fantastic argument. The or- 
dinary problems of soap-opera heroines 
are murder, suicide, illegitimacy and bank- 
ruptey, none of which a housewife is very 
likely to run up against in a lifetime.” 


His Hopes for Television

There is an element of artistic daring in 
this novel by the Queens College winner 
of the Dodd, Mead Intercollegiate Fellow- 
ship. Miss Birstein in her description of 
a young girl’s experiences as a rabbi's 
secretary reproduces a part of American- 
Jewish life that as yet has received little 
fictional treatment. 


The book opens with deep feeling as 
the writer introduces the reader to the 
ritual of Yom Kippur, the Day of Atone- 
ment, in the synagogue where men and 
women pray, “Our Father, Our King, seal 
us in the book of forgiveness and par- 
don.” The smiting of the breasts, the loud 
sobbing of the penitents, and the final 
sounding of the Shophar are described 
with sympathetic realism. Later, the more 
worldly concerns of the congregation 
emerge in a novel where sentimental in- 
hibitions do not hinder the writer from 
drawing a rounded picture of a minority 
group. 

The story itself concerns Fay Rosen, 
the young secretary, who enters the syn- 
nagogue ‘without 
knowledge of Jewish 
religious life, but 
who soon becomes 
more spiritually de- 
vout than the rabbi 
himself. Fay learns 
not only here 
but love. „ the 
rabbi’s brother, and 
the Hebrew teacher, 
falls in love with the 
uneducated and 
naive Fay. The love 
story, however, is 
almost secondary to 
the conflict between 
the rabbi and Harry 
who is trying to free 
himself from the neurotic domination of 
his brother. The rabbi’s arrogance and 
even ungodliness are demonstrated more 
shockingly as he tries to solve the major 
problem of his congregation: its survival 
in the face of financial collapse. 


Miss Birstein posed for herself a diffi- 
cult technical problem. She wished to 
describe a congregation of immigrant Jews 
whose ways were sometimes coarse, some- 
times vulgar, though always generous and 
kind. She wished also to describe a rabbi 
who was intelligent, efficient, but so be- 
set with personal problems that he lost the

Televising the Veiled Proph 


Performance a Far Cry From First 
TV Presentation "Way Back in 1946 


— Audience Estimated at 20,000,000 
| By Dickson Terry 


HEN the Veiled Prophet 

Ball was televised for the 

first time, away back in 
1946, those who saw it may have 
felt some qualms about the future 
of television. However, there 
weren’t many to pass the qualms 
along, since at that time there 
were only four television sets in 
town, and one of those was in the 
studios of KSD-TV. 


This year’s Veiled Prophet Ball, 
only four years later, mind you, 
was available to 175,000 television 
sets in greater St. Louis and how 
many people crowded around 
each set to see the queen crowned 
is anybody’s guess. Not only 
that, it was sent out on a Colum- 
bia Broadcasting Co. hookup to 
40 other stations, and it has been 
estimated that at least 20,000,000 
people saw the show. 


That’s a lot of people. Con- 
fronted with those kind of fig- 
ures, which made me think that 
maybe television is here to stay 
after all, I went along with Frank 
Eschen and Keith Gunther and 
some 25 other persons just to see 
how a thing like the Veiled 
Prophet is televised these days. 


It turned out to be something 
of a far cry, as we feature writers 
say, from the first television show 
of the ball.. Then they had one 
camera—the boys laugh a little 
sadly at those faraway days—and 
this camera panned around here 
aud there, picking out what it 
could. What it picked out usually 
made the men look like Black- 
beard, the pirate, and the wom- 
— like anything but the Smart 


At this year's show they used 
as many cameras as there were 
television sets back in the dark 
ages (four, remember?) and 
enough equipment to make sta- 
tisties with. Just to give you a 
few, there were more than 3000 


feet of microphone, camera and 


installation cables. There was 
camera equipment at the Audi- 
torium worth in excess of $70,000, 
and there was a complicated co- 
ordinating set-up between the va- 
rious cameras, the announcers 
and the control booth that would 
make even a Hollywood studio 
look simple and quite easy to 
comprehend.

HE result, to get a little ahead 
of our story, was an intimate 

and detailed presentation of 
the entire show which placed 
anyone with his nose in a tele- 
vision set not only at the ball, but 
practically in the lap of the Veiled 
Prophet himself. It was so good, 
in fact, that guests at the ball; 
after watching the show from the 
floor for a time, started drifting 
into the TV control room, where 
three television receivers had 
been set up, and watching it on 
the screen. Saw more, they said. 

This new reception, which made 
people look like people, it was 
explained to us by Ed Risk, chief 
engineer at KSD-TV, who was in 
charge of the broadcast, is the 
result of the new and greatly im- 
proved tube now in use.

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ful,” forget that that same Mer- 
ciful Savior also said that He 
came not to bring peace, but 
the sword. 

As a mother proves that she 
loves her child by hating the 
physical disease which would 
ravage the child’s body, so Our 
Lord proves He loved Goodness 
by hating evil, which would 
ravage the souls of His crea- 
tures. For a doctor to be mer- 
ciful to typhoid germs or polio 
in a patient, or for a judge to 
be tolerant of rape, would be in 
a lower category the same as 
for Our Lord to be indifferent 
to sin. A mind that is never 
stern or indignant is either 
without love, or else is dead to 
the distinction between right 
and wrong. 
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LOVE CAN BE stern, force- 
ful, and even fierce, as was the 
love of the Savior. It makes a 
scourge of ropes and drives buy- 
ers and sellers out of temples; 
it refuses to give the courtesy 
of speech to moral triflers like 
Herod, for it would only add 
to his moral guilt; it turns on 
a Roman Procurator, boasting 
of Totalitarian law, and re- 
minds him that he would have 
no power unless it were given 
to him by God. When a gentle 
hint to a woman at the well 
did no good, He went to the 
point ruthlessly and reminded 
her that she had five divorces. 
When so-called righteous men 
would put Him out of the way, 
He tore the mask off their 
hypocrisy and called them a 
“brood of vipers.” When He 
heard of the shedding of the 
blood of the Galileans, it was 
with formidable harshness that 
He said: “ You will all perish 
as they did, if you do not re- 
pent.” 


Equally stern was He to those 
who would offend the little ones 
with an education that was pro- 


giveness of all faults without 
retribution and without justice, 
it would end in the multiplica- 
tion of wrongs. Mercy is for 
those who will not abuse it, and 


no man will abuse it who has 
already started to make the 
wrong right, as justice demands. 
What some today call mercy 

not mercy at all, but a feather- 
bed for those who fall from 
justice; and thus they multiply 
guilt and evil by supplying such 
mattresses. To become the ob- 
ject of mercy, is not the same as 
to go scot-free, for as the word 
of God says: “Whom the Lord 
loveth, He chastiseth.” The 
moral man is not he who is 
namby - pamby, or who has 
drained his emotions of the 
sterner stuff of justice; rather 
he is one whose gentleness and 
mercy are part of a larger or- 
ganism, whose eyes can flash 
with righteous indignation, and 
whose muscles can become as 
steel in defense, like Michael, of 
the 
God
